ing And holding for future sale mil- 
lions of bales of cotton from southern 
growers, thereby relieving the distress- 
ing cotton situation in the south 
brought on by the European war cut- 
ting off a market for the south’s cot- 
ton. 

This company was organized by 
these men Friday afternoon, and under 
the plan of organization a charter will 
be asked for early next week, incor- 
porating the concern at $1,000,000 cap- 
itaj stock, with the privilege of increas- 
ing this to $100,000,000. 

The new corporation is to be known 
as the Southern Cotton Holding com- 
pany. It is designed for the purpose 
of pulling: the southern farmer out of 
the hole caused by the war in Europe, 
and to insist on cotton growers of the 
south that the acreage for 1915 be re- 
duced by 50 per cent, and diversified 
Crops be planted instead. 

Men Behind Movement. 
. The capital stock is to be subscribed 
by public spirited citizens who wish to 
help pull the south successfully through 
the greatest crisis since the days of 
reconstruction. 

Such men are behind the new con- 
cern as Harvie Jordan, a one-time del- 
egate from the United States to Russia 
on cotton; Warren H. Toole, president 
of the First National bank at Winder, 
Ga., and a director in the federal re- 
serve bank; S. C. Calloway, vice presi- 
dent.of the Southern Trust company; 
A. J. Shropshire, Jr., Thomas M. Cal- 
loway, J.. E. Toole, George W. Mc- 
Carty, Sr., and H. G. Head, and a long 
list of other leading business men of 
Atlanta, Georgia and the south. 

The capital stock is to be subscribed, 
and the money will be placed in relia- 
ble trust companies, guaranteeing its 
safe deposit. Cotton is to be bought 
and stored where it is bought in bonded 
warehouses. Only bonded warehouses 
will be used in storing the cotton so 
that the receipts may be presented to 
the federal banks as usable paper. 

The cotton is to be purchased by a 
corps of trained cotton buyers, and 
what the farmers shall consider to be a 
fair-minded market price for their cot- 
‘ton will be the price paid for it by the 
new corporation. It is expected that 
this cotton will be later sold at a profit, 
and it is expected that this profit will 
be sufficient to care for the expense 
of housing the cotton and caring for it 
until date of final sale. 

Plan Carefully Worked Out. 

The plan has been carefully worked 
out by the business men who have tak- 
en an interest in it, and is considered 
commercially feasible. It is believed 
that the new concern will buy enough 
cotton to greatly help tide the cotton 
grower over until the crisis is passed. 

Harvie Jordan is slated for president 
of the Southern Cotton Holding com- 
pany, and J, BEB. Toole as secretary- 
treasurer. The organizers announce 
that the financial backing of a number 
of trust companies and banks has been 
secured for the corporation, and that 
its success is practically assured. 

Further announcements of the or- 
ganization will be awaited with inter- 
est by the southern people. 


In order to relieve the crowded con- 
ditions existing in some of the public 
schools of the city, the board of edu- 
cation at a called meeting Friday aft- 
ernoon, took steps to operate double 
sessions in those schools. 

It was estimated by Superintendent 
of Schools William M. Slaton that 
crowded conditions would exist in at 
least twenty-four classrooms of schools 
in the city. That many teachers in 
these schools will be compelled to do 
extra work, teaching from 8:30 o’clock 
in the morning to 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon—one-half of their classes being 
held from 8:30 o’clock to noon, and the 
other half from noon until 4 o’clock. 

Get 25 Per Cent Increase. 

Due to lack of funds in the _ city 
treasury with which to pay these 
teachers extra for their overtime, many 
members of the board of education 
wished to call upon the teachers to do 
their extra work without compensa- 
tion. Led by Dan W. Green and Super- 
intendent of Schools Slaton these 
wishes were overridden, and a resolu- 
tion was passed authorizing twenty- 
five per cent increase in their salaries 
for overtime. 

Jesides double sesstons being in ef- 
fect in twenty-four classrooms there 
will be added to the schools of the city 
twenty-seven new classrooms. This 
increase in the number of classrooms 
was made necessary by the recent de- 
cision of the board to reduce. the 
maximum number of pupils allowed in 
a classroom from sixty to forty-five. 

The school children will receive post- 
card notices of the school they have 
been assigned to within the course of 
a few days. Fully 25,000 of these will 
be sent out, it is estimated.

WOULD RESTRICT. 
PROFIT OF BANKS 


Senator Hoke Smith Ad- 
dresses Senate in Regard 
to the: Moving of Great 


Crops.

Washington, September 4,—(Spe- 
cial. )—Senator Hoke Smith addressed 
the senate today in swpport of amend- 
ments to the currency lans to make 
money easier for the farmers so as to 
enable them to market their cotton 
and grain crops slowly. in the pres- 
ent emergency and realize something 
like the value of these crops. 

He would restrict the banks to a 
purely nominal profit in handling this 
money, which the government pro- 
poses to issue tnrough them. He also 
urged warehowse receipts be acceptable 
as basis for loans at 75 per cent of 
their value. 

While this debaté@ was in progress, 
bankers from twenty leading cities of 
the United States were in conference 
with Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo and members of. the federal re- 
serve board, attempting to arrive at a 
solution of the existing difficulties. 

Senator Smith’s speech was in reply 
to Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, who 
warned against the dangers of inflat- 
ing the national currency. 

No Danger of Inflation. 


“I Delieve as strongly as the senator 
from Utah in an absolutely sound cur- 
rency,’ said Senator Smith. “I am as 
much opposed as any one to inflation 
which will endanger the stability of 
our currency... But I deem it well to 
have if distinctly understood that none 
of the dangers of inflation urged can 
be made applicable to this proposed 
step.” ‘ 

He referred to the panic of 1907, 
which he said was aggravated because 
the currency system of the country 
was inelastic and did not expand to the 
extent the nation’s credit justified. He 
said the bankers feared to issue clear- 
ing house certificates because of the 
national tax of 10 per cent of state 
bank note issues. 

‘IT advised the bankers of Atlanta 
to go ahead,” said Senator Smith. ‘I 
knew that members of congress would 
be besieged from all parts of the coun- 
try to modify this tax, but even if it 
had to be paid, that would be better 
than closing up the banks. 

“Our banking system is conducted 
largely upon the money of depositors 
and not entirely upon the capital. of 
the bank. This money is loaned te 
customers of the bank. In times of 
stress the banks are forced to contract 
credits, due to the fact that the amount 
of credit it can extend is based upon 
the deposits of its customers, and 
there has heretofore been no way by 
which these credits could be conyerted 
into currency.” I

WILL SOON BE IN ARMS 


Recent Events Have Given 
Impetus to Recruiting 
in England. 


London, September 4.—(9:20 p..m.)— 
Events in northern France and the 
campaign started by Premier Asquith 
and other leaders have given immense 
impetus to recruiting. Officers predict 
that Lord Kitchener soon will have the 
half million men he desires. 

Cricketers, football players and other 
athletics have cancelled all games and 
ara flocking to the colors. The asso- 
ciation of Rugby football organizations 
has cancelled all matches, most of the 
players having joined the forces. Every 
player on last year’s international team 
is serving either the army or navy or 
is in training for thé service. a 

Every Salvation Army corps in the 
country has contributed its quota of 
men to’the army or navy and other 
members of the organization have vol- 
unteered for Red Cross work. 

Appeal by Asquith. 

Premier Asquith today made _ the 
first of a series of appeals for an in- 
creaSe of the British land forces. At 
a meeting at Guild Hall he described 
the Empire as involved in a bloody 
arbitrament of might versus right and 
urged every able-bodied Briton of mil- 
itary age to join the colors. 


The navy, the premier indicated, a}- 
ready was doing its part. It had 
sealed up the -fleet of Germany, he 
said, and was thirsty for a trial of 
strength in the open. 

British warships, Mr. Asquith said, 
had hunted the German merchant ma- 
rine from the high seas and when the 
few German cruisers which still in- 
fested the distant ocean had been dis- 
posed of, as they would be very soon, 
the navy, have achieved for British and 
neutral commerce a security as com- 
plete as it ever had enjoyed in days 
of unbroken peace. 

“We rely upon the navy,” he said, 
“with the most absolute confidence 
to guard our shores against the pos- 
sibility of invasion and to seal up the 
gigantic battleships of the enemy in 
englorious seclusion of their own ports 
whence from time to time they steal 
forth to sow the sea with murderous 
snares which are more full of menace 
to neutral shipping than to the Brit- 
ish fleet; and while the British navy 
does all this it is thirsty for a trial of 
strength in a fair and open fight which 
is so far prudently denied it.”

RESERVE BANKS. 


WILL OPEN OCT. 


Federal Board Holds All- 
Day Session With Clearing 
House Delegates From 
Many Large Cities. 


' Washington, September 4.—After an 
all-day conference with clearing house 
delegates from many large cities, the 
federal reserve board announced to- 
night it would proceed immediately 
with the organization of the twelve re- 
serve banks provided for by the new 
currency system. It generally is ac- 
cepted the system can be put in op- 
eration about October 1. The actual 
opening may be delayed, but it was 
said the twelve banks would be ready 
to do business within the next six 
weeks. ‘ 

According to members of the board, 
there was little hostility shown at the 
conference to early opening of the new 
system, and government officials hope 
all opposition by bankers will be over- 
come before the time of opening ar- 
rives. 

The conference was confined closely 
to the question of opening and to @ dis- 
cussion of foreign and domestic ex- 
change situation. Delegates furnished 
such information as they possessed, but 
left the board without much concrete 
knowledge as to the exact situation 
throughout the country. A committee 
was named to consider foreign and do- 
mestic exchange and formulate a plan 
by which American obligations to Eu- 
rope can be adjusted without taking 
gold out of the country. 

There was some incidental discussion 
of the general financial situation and 
of the recent steps taken by the treas- 
ury department to issue additional 
bank currency. In consequence of the 
meeting, there will .be no effort on 
the part of the reserve board to name 
the class “C” directors for the reserve 
banks for some time. Every other step 
which must precede the opening of 
the banks will be laid out before the 
directors are announced. : |

Jap Army on Way to France 


Washington, September 4.—Intimations have come to many European 
diplomats in Washington that hostilities may extend not only to Italy and 
the Balkans should Turkey enter the field, but to the Caucasus, Persia, Egypt 
and India as well. In such event the presence of Japanese troops and fleets 
in western Asia, to assist England in either India or Persia, would not be 
surprising, according to diplomats representing the allied powers. 

While Japan has confined her present operations against Germany to 
Kiao-Chow and the China seas, the spirit of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, it 
was said, might lead her to extend a helping hand to her ally elsewhere in 
Indeed, it iss believed in some quarters that there is already a Japanese 
army on the way to France. 

A. Rustem Bey, Turkish ambassador here, made public a cablegram from 
his government which he interpreted as “conclusive evidence” of the Porte’s 
intention to remain neutral, but his views were not shared by diplomats 
representing the allies. The latter are confident that Turkey is merely 
delaying an announcement while completing military preparations. 

WOULD INVADE EGYPT. 

The ambassador later admitted that if Turkey entered the conflict on 
the side of Germany and Austria she would make her operations as extensive 
as possible in British and Russian possessions. e thought it not unlikely 
in such event that Egypt might be invaded. He felt certain Bulgaria would 
stand by Turkey, but said he did not know about Roumania. Greece has her 
army mobilized, ready to strike at Turkey. , 

While Turkey is delaying action, the allies are surveying the field, it is 
believed, looking fotward to join operations with Japan in the Persian gulf, 
while the Mediterranean fleets of the allies direct their attention to Turkish 
ports on the western coast of Asia Minor. 
The situation, it is believed, already has caused Japan to consult Great 
Britain as to possible assistance in quarters other than the China seas. 
JAPANESE ARMY FOR FRANCE? 
At the Japanese embassy it was said today that, strictly speaking, the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance did not obligate Japan to send troops to protect 
British interests in India or Persia yet. Veiled references in a dispatch 
from Tokio that thousands of Japanese troops had been embarked on trans- 
ports, and that many observers thought they were going to France, have 
aroused much speculation here. Some thought it not unlikely that, shrouded 
in the mystery of the strict censorship, Japan even now may be preparing 
for extensive movements in western Asia. 
The possibility of an attack by Turkey on Persia as a blow at. both 
Russia and England, who have spread their protection over that state, was 
discussed among diplomats as a likely consequence of a declaration of war 
by the Porte. ;

Germans in Turning Movement 


Paris, September 5.—(1:55 a. m.)—The war office at Bordeaux late last 
night sent the following communication to the press bureau here: 

“On our left the enemy appears td neglect Paris to pursue its turning 
movement. It has reached La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre (department of 
Seine and Marne, eleven miles east of Meaux), passed Rheims and descended 
on the west bank of the river, in Argonone. This maneuver hag not succeeded 
today more than on preceding days.

Four Colossal Battles 


London, September 4.—(1:20 a. m.)—The armies of Germany, Austria, 
Russia, France and Great Britain are still at death grips in four colossal bat- 
tles. A few brief bulletins convey all the important facts thet the peoples of 
Europe know about the war, yet the interests of their armies so far cver- 
shadow all individual affairs that they wait with Sparton patience for infor- 
mation. 

English newspapers in the lack of definite news of battle are filled with 
stories about wounded soldiers, who saw some parts of the great conflict 
and with reports from correspondents far behind the fighting lines. 

The election of Pope Benedict XV. at Rome obtains a few lines on the 
inner pages of London papers, while an interview from Paris with a wounded 
British officer, who said the allies during the past twenty-four hours had 
pressed back the German attack, is read with eager interest. 

The past twenty-four hours has yielded no definite news of the progress 
of the battle in northern France. The public is prepared to learn that the 
German advance continued to the outer lines of the defenses of Paris. There 
it is expected that the allied armies will make a stand on the line from 
Verdun on the east to the sea and attempt with all their might to stay the 
German avalanche. . 


Russian Triumphs Affirmed 


-The British public has turned hopeful eyes toward the east, where the 
triumph of Russian arms in the Austrian province of Galicia has been amply 
confirmed. In addition to the battle of Lemberg, in which the flower of six 
Austrian army corps were destroyed, it is evident that there has been a 
simultaneous victory at Tomaszow, a town of some importance thirty miles 
southeast of Lodz, in Russian Poland. It appears evident today that not only 
has the Austrian offensive through Russian Poland, destined to effect a junc- 
tion with German army corps from East Prussia, failed, but the blow has 
been so severe that Galicia is virtually in the control of the Russians. Lem- 
berg is not only the capital of an enormous territory Slavic in its sympathy, 
but also a transportation point of great strategic value, being the center of 
eight railroads. If the Russian successes continue it is expected that the 
Austrians will be cleared out of Russian Poland within a few days. 

If the official reports of the Russian successes in Galicia are anywhere 
near correct, it is scarcely possible to exaggerate the importance of their 
victories. If the Austrians are as badly crushed in Galicla as the Russian 
reports would make the public believe, Russian Poland will soon cease to be 
a point of anxiety to the Russian defense and the effort of the Petrograd 
general staff can be concentrated on an offensive movement toward Berlin. 

The meager German. reports received here indicate that the Germans are 
more than holding their own on the border. 


Germans Retire in Poland 


The Germans had apparently retired from Polish territory west of the 
Vistula and were unable to send the Austrians as much as a single battalion 
so that the army under Archduke Frederick was left to its own resources.

Petrograd, September 4, (St. Peters- 
burg, via Paris, 4:25 a. m.)-—-An 
official statement issued by the gov-

“Concerning the operations of the 
Russian army in Galicia, official re- 
ports say that the enemy is retreat- 
ing after desperate fighting near Ha- 
lici, leaving 4,500 dead on the field.

In spite of the depression felt over 
the crop outlook, DeKalb farmers are 
working enthusiastically to devise} 
some form by which the situation 
might be easily and early relieved. A 
monster mass meeting of the DeKalb 
Farmers’ Union was held in Decatur 
Friday. 

Hundreds of farmers—numbers of 
whom were not members of the De- 

union—were in attendance. The 
meeting was presided over by Dr. P. +. 
Bottenfield, president of the organiza- 
tion, and by J. L. Lee, secretary. A 
vigorous address was delivered by R. 
Frank Smith, of Decatur. 

A notice was issued to alj farmers 
of the fifth concressional district urg- 
ing them and all cotton producers of 
the district to meet in the hali of rep- 
resentatives in the state capitol on the 
llth of this month to urge the senate 
and house of representatives to enact 
such legislation as is being advocated 
by the National Farmers’ Union in ef- 
fort to better prevalent conditions.

against the English in South Africa. -With 
England’s energies engaged on the continent, 
the assumption is that she would not have 
troops to spare to put down an uprising in 
the Transvaal. 
‘It is doubtful if the appeal of Viljoen 
will meet with response from many Boers, 
even conceding that Botha himself views it 
favorably. England’s success as a colonizer 
and a reconciler of the disaffected is notable. 
She has done much to smooth over the scars 
of the Boer conflict and win the loyalty of 
the Boers by virtual autonomy. 
The motives of Viljoen appear to be two- 
\— fold: His natural and inherited pro-German 
sympathies and his unquenchable love of 
fighting, since he is himself little more 
than a soldier of fortune. He was military 
aid to Madero, in Mexico, though it is not in 
evidence that he shone to any particular 
advantage. But he thrives on combat, and 
it is a safe assumption that he would rather 
court disaster in his native land than further 
stagnation in Mexico, where his energies 
and talents seem to find no steady market. 
It is not likely that the government of 
“England is losing sleep over his long- 
distance threats. Bigger stakes hang in the 
balance on the continent. It can afford to 
ignore South Africa at the moment, in the 
larger menace that hovers nearer home.

That may or may not be wholly 
accurate. It remains that outside of Eng- 
land, Germany is the most aggressive com- 
mercial power on earth, the power most 
enamored of expansion and power for pow- 
er’s own sake. Indeed, so far as imperial 
aspirations are concerned, opinion is general 
that England has about attained its growth. 
But the suspicion is strong that with Ger- 
many and Russia the itch for more lands 
and people and power is merely beginning. 

It is this wretched leadership toward the 
false ideal of size and grandeur that has 
upset the peace of Europe and, in a way, de- 
moralized America. Time has proved there 
is under the sun but one successful melting 
pot for antithetical races and religious and 
political beliefs and traditions. That is 
America. Austria has been esgaying the 
experiment. with Hungary and with Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, and is greedy to\ reach 
farther. Russia would not mind the amal- 
gamating process,’ so long as the Slav was 
dominant, with contiguous countries. And 
Germany has the fever in an aggravated 
form. 

Amalgamations must be left to the slow 
processes of time. Peoples will not mix by 
edict. Even in America the process is volun- 
tary and naturalized citizens willingly abide 
by the rules we lay down for them. 
attempt of Germany and Austria, even Rus- 
sia, to coerce destiny, that is causing the 
present crisis. And it is crafty leaders, and 
not sheeplike common people, that are re- 
sponsible for a mistaken policy.

Bven our international 
financiers, whe are accustomed to look at 
warlike ‘conditions from the point of view 
of finance, do not hesitate to say that the 
bottom impulses which have brought on a 
state of war in Europe are undoubtedly eco- 
temic and are based upon a desire to secure 
laree opportunities for feeding and other- 
wise sUpporting gteat populations. 

*he Amerifan bankers have already be- 
gun ‘a war, but it is a’ peaceful war and 
contains no. element which, at present, at 
least, threatens the quiet of the United 
States. | 

Just as the war began our exporters 
were securing greatly increased markets for 
manufactured commodities. Austria and 
France have within the past. six»months pur- 
chased American commodities in which iron 
and steel énter in large umounts. France 
has made payment for one of the. heaviest 
importations from the United States, but 
the moratorium in Austria has held up—not 
only orders: which Austria contemplated 
placing in American markets, but also pay- 
ment for some of ‘the commodities which 
have been exported since the first of Janu- 
ary of this year. Russia is already in our 
market, having come since the war began 
seeking a certain line of American manufac- 
tured commodities. 

These markets, together with that of 
France, will probably be closed to us for a 
time, although the expectation now is strong 
that we shall at an early day resume the 
exportation of food products to Great 
Britain. 

But in adapting present conditions to the 
needs of commerce, something that seemed 
like an economic war measure, although ab- 
soOlutely peaceful, has been under considera- 
tion by the bankers. of New York. It is a 
method of providing for the financing of 
shipments of grain and other food products, 
but not yet of cotton. That will be accom- 
plished through the placing of large amounts 
of money in trust probably in’ New York, or 
some of it may be placed in London. Those 
who export grain or other food products will 
thereby secure payment upon these exporta- 
tions. The responsibility of all the details, 
including insurance and war risks, would 
necessarily be placed upon the bankers in 
New York or in*London, who offer the facil- 
ities for financing these. exports. 

Another Precedent. 

Another precedent which is to be one of 
many that are to be established by this war 
is the placing in trust with J. P. Morgan & 
Co., by the French government, of a large 
amount of funds, a transaction which was_ 


instantly followed by negotiations for plac- 


ing with J. P. Morgan & Co., under the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York 
through their London office, a like amount 
of funds. 

Credits of that kind would be unlike any- 
thing ever before established in the’ interest 
of exporting. It was expected that the ex- 
porters would be induced to send their pro- 
ducts abroad because they would be able 
to cash here instruments drawn upon the 
funds established by the English govern- 
ment, or bankers behind whom stands the 
English government, in London. 

Every foreign exchange expert, and many 
of the leading bankers in this city, were 
willing to admit that action of this kind 
would, for a time at least, enable New York 
to sypersede London, which now for over a 
century has been the great international 
clearing house city of the world. 

'_Amother Favorable Sign. 

Another indication that the United States 
is preparing to enter upon a peaceful strug- 
gle for command of a considerable portion 
of the trade of the world is to be found in 


by representatives of the shipping houses 
and by the institutions which deal in for- 
eign exchange. Furthermore, the co-opera- 
tion of the government in this undertaking 
was promised when the secretary of the 
treasury, Mr. McAdoo, invited representative 
business men, as well as representatives of 
the large banks, to confer with him at the 


treasury department at Washington. 


Mr. McAdoo recognized that the problem 
most immediately pressing in Europe is the 
one which will be answered when ways and 
means are devised for exporting grain. The 
problem is of immediate importance because 
much ‘of the wheat has been harvested and 
corn will for the most part be harvested 
within another month. 

Yet, after all,-unless there be relief fur- 
nished by the banks, the cotton situation is 
likely to be the most embarrassing. Fortu- 
nately, cotton is not harvested in any great 
amount. Therefore there will be reasonable 
time for perfecting arrangements by which 
the cotton planters and the banks which 
have advanced their money can be protected. 

One feature of. the cotton situation may 
prove to be of very great rmportance to the 
United States and for two reasons. In the 
first place, our exporters of cotton have in 
recent years furnished substantially the vis- 
ible trade balance in favor of the United 
States. It is possible that this source of 
national income may this year be greatly 
impaired. Cotton, however, must find a 
market, and it is not improbable that a 
large market may be found, in case prices 
are satisfactory, in the American cotton 
manufactories. In view of the opening of 
the Panama canal to commerce and of the 
considerable demand of South America for 
cotton goods, the enlargement of the opera- 
tions of the American cotton manufactories 
may prove to be of great importance to our 
foreign trade. Some have thought that pos- 
sibly the permanent result from this con- 
dition will be the capture by the United 
States of a considerable part of the foreign 
markets which heretofore English and 
French cotton goods have had to furnish. 

In the panic of 1907, several highly im- 
portant and yet incidental embarrassments 
were of a sudden developed. New York city 
would have practically been bankrupted tem- 
porarily at that time, since there was no im- 
mediate market for even so high a grade as 
the bonded security. That situation was re- 
lieved when tne late J, Pierpont Morgan, at 
the head of a syndicate of bankers, made 
arrangements through the aid of the clear- 
ing house association, to free the city of its 
immediate embarrassment.. Something some- 
what similar, at least from a superficial 
point of view, is the cotton situation. The 
cotton planters and the banks which have 
aided them must be taken care of. Aid of 
that kind can be for the most part obtained 
only in New York city.. Should the federal 
reserve system be in operation by October, 
assistance will be the more readily given, 
but it is the understanding in this city 
that, whatever amount may be needed for 
the protection of the raw cotton industry 
to be obtained in this city, the bankers will 
of course be aided by large banks in other 
financial centers.

Fertilizer works, says the cotton crop of 
about fifteen million bales can be. financed 
and moved in an. orderly manner and with- 
out serious distress, providing srowers 
promptly pick and gin their cotton. using 
money from the sale of cotton seed to pay 
the picking, ginning and hauling charges, 
selling the cotton on a spot basis us fast as 
the market will take it, and warehousing 
under negotiable warehouse receipts <ch. 
portions of the crop as they want to move, 
making such receipts available as collateral 
for emérgency currency and for debts al- 
ready contracted. Such receipts may be 
temporarily used locaHy ,. in. lieu of 
cash. Armour Fertilizer ‘works has 
no intention of entering the cotton 
warehousing business, feeling that.the warer 
housing is largely a lecal business and 
should be condueted by local people, but 
that temporarily, and in this emergency, and 
in furtherance of, suggestions approved by 
government authorities, it is prepared to 
issue negotiable warehouse receipts for cot- 
ton at its plant, substations and distrivuting 
points, if the local people feel there « need 
for such facilities. : 

Mr. MacDowell further says that his 
company will grant to its customers reason- 
able extensions on basis of negotiable ware- 
house receipts as collateral. As Secretary 
of Treasury McAdoo is prepared to issue 
emergency currency to banks as against 
such receipts to the extent of 75 per cent 
of valuation of 8 cents per pound, it is 
merely necessary that the crop be promptly 
picked and ginned, and that all - interests, 
including the state and natidnal banks, co- 
operate with the government. Mr. Mac- 
Dowell feels that the grower should be 
encouraged and do his part in solving this 
problem, and that by all pulling together 
some nine hundred million dollars should 
be’ realized from the 1914 cotton crop; and 
under these conditions the south will fully 
maintain its credit and purchasing power. 

Mr. MacDowell further states that the 
United States should be able to use about 
seven million bales, and that the extra 
carry-over should -not exceed three to four 
million bales. The south has tremendous 
reserve strength and immense resources, and 
is fundamentally ag sound as any other por- 
tion of the United States. All that is re- 
quired is common sense and a spirit of 
co-operation. | 


Reorganize Southern 
_ Cotton Association

Editor Constitution: During the cotton 
conference, held last week at New Orleans, 
with delegates present from practically every 
cotton-growing state in the south, the fol- 
lowing specific resolution was unanimously 
passed: 

“Whereas this convention of cotton grow- 
ers and business men of the south has care- 
fully considered the present situation and 
the dangers confronting southern cotton, 
and believing that no other organization = 
serve the south so loyally and-efficiently In 
a co-operative way as the Southern Cotton 
association, which has. valiantly stood : by 
the best interests of the south during the 
serious crises in the cotton situation in the 
past; therefore, 

“Be it Resofved, That the Southern Cotton 
association proceed to hold county and state 
conventions at .once, where they have not 
already been held, to prepare both farmers 
and business men to meet the war crisis in 
cotton, and that these meetings be called by 
the state presidents as follows: unty 
méetings, Saturday, September 19; state 
meetings, Tuésday, September 22; central 
meeting at New Orleans, September. 29. 

“We earnestly desire and request the loyal 
and effective co-operation of the farmers

ers’ institute and other organizations in the 
various states. . ' ' 


“The co-operation and assistance of bank-. 


ers, merchants, jobbers, railroads, insurance 
companies and all business interests involv- 
ed in the welfare of cotton is urged. and 
must be depended on to insure the ayn 
oon of cotton while in the hands of the pro- 
ucer. | 

“Resolved, That our executive committees 
In the several states be instructed to outline 
the plans for reducing acreage in cotton for 
1915 adapted especially to the needs and 
business customs of each state, and distrib- 
ute same promptly to counties, townships 
and school and militia districts to be signed 
up for a cotton acreage reduction by coun- 
ties amounting to 50 per cent by farmers, 
merchants and bankers desiring to protect 
the value of the present cotton crop, and 
county organizations are instructed to report 
promptly on pledges secured to the’ state 
presidents of the Southern Cotton assocla- 
tion and these to-the general offices of the 
association; and be it further 

‘Resolved, That every cotton county and 
cotton state send delegates to the New Or- 
leans meeting of the Southern Cotton asso- 
ciation, September 29, for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a fixed minimum price for 
this cotton crop which has cost the south 
about 12 cents per pound to grow.” ’ 

Acting upon these instructions the entire 
machinery of the Southern Cotton associa-’ 
tion has been called into action in all the 
cotton-growing counties and states of the 
south. 

The farmers and business men through- 
out the entire cotton belt remember the 
loyal and valiant fight of this association in 
the years 1905, °06, °07 and ‘08. e work 
was not laid down until the price for spot 
cotton had been established and maintained 
upon a stable basis above 10 cents per 
pound. During the present crisis in the 
cotton situation the association will ain 
exercise a tremendous power in safeguarding 
the interests of the growers by working 
along lines which are gane and practical, 
bringing to its assistance the united thought 
and active co-operation of business interests 
in the south. 

, Increasing Food Supply. 


Other resolutions, acted upon and passed 
by the New Orleans conference, outlined the 
necessity for increasing food supply crops, 
warehousing and insuring cotton, financing 
cotton and cotton seed in storage, -and in- 
creasing the use and consumption of cotton 
goods and material, such as bags, twine, 
etc., in this country. - 

It was felt that the federal government 
would render material financial aid in hold- 
ing the surplus cotton to be earried over, 
but *the fact was stressed that the people 
must themselves give every possible co- 
operation and prepare to make personal 
sacrifices in the solution of, the problem 
which confronts the cotton industry. 

It was the general consensus of opinion 
that the cost of producing the present crop 
of cotton was about 12 cents per pound 
and that the farmers should determine upon 
some minimum price for the sale of cotton, 
basis middling, and stand by that price as 
far as it is possible for each one to do 80.

This purchase of silver bullion ‘is for 
storage in warehouses and not for coinage 
at this time. 

The report of the treasury, August 20, 
1914, shows there was silver bullion stored 
and available for coinage tu the amount of 
$3,683,698.23. 

If congress can do this for the silver 
mine owner, it can do as. mucn for the cot- 
ton grower. 

One Georgia senator and one Florida seén- 
ator voted in favor of buying silver to pro- 
tect the silver mine owner from loss caused 
by the war. Can you not urge the entire 
Georgia delegation of fourteen 2o do some- 
thing for cotton? Pass an act providing for 
the purchase of one-fourth the crop of cot- 
ton at the average of the price paid in 
New York market for the six months be- 
eee January, 1914, and ending June, 

The senate has already passed an act 
valorizing silver bullion, and authorising 
the purchase of 50 per cent of the product 
of the silver mines from July, 1914, to Janu- 
ary, 1915. , 

A bill will be introduced this week in the 
house ‘of representatives by a congressman 
from Texas which provides the same meas- 
ure of protection for tht cotton . grower 
as that already given by the senate to the 
silver mine owner. 

A united support of the Texas congress- 
man in the enactment of the law he suggests 
will give immediate relief to all cotton 
growers. ;

~FINANGES IN GERMANY 
REIN SPLENDID SHAPE 


‘Claimed Berlin Situation Bet- 
ter Than in Paris or 
London. 


Berlin, August 18.—German financial 
authorities express keen satisfaction 
over the manner in which the business 
and finance of the empire has with- 
stood the first two weeks’ stress of the 
war. Up to this time, they declare 
the foreign predictions that the Ger- 
man financial system would topple 
over upon the outbreak of a great war, 
have been confounded by an excellent 
financial showing. The financial writ- 
ers insist that the situation here is far 
better than in London and Paris. 

At this writing the German Imperial 
bank has raised its discount rate only 
from 4 to 6 per cent—which is no high- 
er than obtained during the Balkan 
warse—and there its no indication it will 
have to ask a higher rate. 

There has been no unusual restric- 
tion of discounting operations. Al- 
though the pressure has been without 
precedent, the bank has been equal to 
the situation. Its note circulation was 
expanded in the fortnight ending Au- 

ust 7 by $500,000,000. At the same 
ime the bank's gold stock, swollen by 
nearly $50,000,000 through the convers- 
fon of the two “war chests’ of the 
government into its coffers, is greater 
than at any other time in its history. 
The bank may add another $125,000,- 
000 to its note circulation on reaching 
the legal limit. 

The German stock exchanges, of 
course, are closed, but financial writ- 
ers are satisfied with the showing dur- 
ing the critical days just before the 
war broke out. German per cent 
loans dropped only 2.25. The leading 
German bank stocks fell comparatively 
little. The Berlin exchange . passed 
over the July settlement with only a 
few suspensions of minor importance. 

The moratorium has not. yet been 
resorted to in Germany, except as it 
may apply to foreign bills drawn upon 
German banks by countries having a 
moratorium.

Survival of the Fittest. > 


They regard the war as a struggle 
for life itself; and when a nation is 
struggling for its life, it keeps on 
strugglin as long as life remains. 
England believes that if she is beaten 
in this war, there will not be any more 
England. rance believes that defeat 
means the obliteration of France. Vir- 
tually all the other nations of western 
Europe suspect the same thing in re- 
gard to their own fortunes and inter- 
ests, though they may not yet be so 
thoroughly convinced of it as are Eng- 
land and France. And with this feel- 
ing prevalent throughout the continent, 
with millions of men of many different 
nations seeing the same specter and 
feeling the same fear, there can be but 
one end to the struggle which has been 
so bloodily begun. The rest of Eu- 
rope, . believing—rightly or wrongly— 
that it is fighting for life itself, will 
crush the common ,cnemy at last, 
though months or years are required 
for the process. 

It is probably true that Germany 
feels toward her enemies precisely as 
her enemies feel toward Germany. The 
Germans also believe that Germany is 
fighting for her life, and because that 
is their belief, they are going to fight 
all the harder and all the longer and 
with all the desperation that a nation 
feels when it is convinced that the al- 
ternative of victory is death. 


Obliteration Penalty of Defeat. 


But Germany’s enemies have the same 
desperation, the same firm conviction 
that in this struggle obliteration is to 
be the_penalty of defeat; and Germany’s 
enemies have her outnumbered. They 
have more men than she has and more 
money and more resources of the sort 
nec ry for the waging of a long and 
ex ing war. They have the same 
all- erful incentive to keep on fight- 
ing, in spite of wounds and defeats, 
until exhaustion paralyzes their sinews, 
and becatise they have more men and 
more money and greater resources, ex- 
haustion will not come to them as soon 
as it will come to Germany. 

It is larg~ely because there seems no 
possible escape from the conclusion 
that the sl hter will not cease until 
Germany is beaten that many thou- 
sands of charitable and fair-minded 
Americans who wish the German peo- 
ple no ill, feel a sinking of the heart 
when the newspapers tell of German 
victories on the continent—victories 
that cam only mean a prolonging of the 
cruelest catastrophe that ever came 
upon the world. If these same people 
could: believe that German successes in 
the campaign against France would put 
an end to the war, many of them—per- 
haps most of them—would rejoice at 
every German victory, trusting that 
Providence would keep alive the spirit 
of democracy in Europe even though for 
a time every country of that continent 
should owe allegiance to the Hohenzol- 
lern master at Berlin.
